Eudson-Fulton Celebration 


is Carried Up River 


to Capital. 


Albany, x. y.. Oct. S.—Hudson on 


his voyage of exploration up the Hud- 
son reached Fort Orange, now Albany. 
In the Half Moon on Sept. 19. 1609 and 
Robert Fulton, the first to navigate 
the river by steam, brought the Cler- 
mont to the Albany dock two centuries 
later on Aug. 13. 1S07. Today Albany 
welcomed both the Half Moon and 
Clermont as they voyaged up the river 
escorted by an Imposing: line of naval 
and other vessels and dropped their 
anchors near niverslde park, where 
earlier in the day the weleomlns fleet 
had rendezvoused. The naval parade 
put in an appearance south of the city, 
a salute of 100 guns boomed, churcli 
and fire bells clanged out welcome 
noisy whistles added their blasts fi 
the din. and the consolidated bands as- 
sembled »t Riverside park struck up 
a spirited tune. 
A formal welcome 


was extended to the visitors by Gov 
Hughes on the part of the state and 
by Mayor Snyder on behalf of the 
city. 


Value of Imports from the 


Islands to America In- 


creases Double. 


Washington, Oct. 8.—Under 
the 


operation of the new tariff law there 
was an Increase ot 100 per cent In the 
value of Imports Into the United States 
from the Philippines during last Au- 
gust compared with the imports of the 
same month the previous year. 
The 


total value of merchandise from Phil- 
ippines in August, 1909, was $1,821 138 
against 
$814,159 
In 
August, 1908. 


Curiously enough the importation of 
Manila hemp, which formerly entered 
free of duty, formed the largest part 
of this Increase, amounting to $1,578.- 
205, while in August of last year the 
value of that article imported was but 
$314,128. The increase of Importations 
of articles formerly dutiable and now 
free was not larger so that the changes 
in the tariff appear to have played but 
little Importance in the trend of trade 
between the Philippines and the Unit- 
ed States,

Grovernor Pays Tribute to 


Tiller of Soil in La- 


grange Address. 


Lagrange. Ind., Oct. 
S.—Governor 


Marshall eloquently exalted the pro- 
fession of agriculture in his address 
at the corn products show in this city 
Thursday, declaring his belief tluit 
this republic of ours !R to be preserved 
by the farming classes. 


"Since 1 lust had the good pleasure 


of looking into the kindly faces of the 
men and women of Lagrange county," 
said the governor, "1 have stood in the 
two principal cities of this country, one 
in the east and one in the west. 1 
have watched the haurrying throngs in 
the streets, the pale and emaciated 
faces of the working women, and thv 
stalwart specimens of the American 
workinsman. 
They all seemed to he 


pursuing 
one course, 
unmindful 
«S 


anyone else. And as 1 looked at them 
I appreciated more than ever the farl 
that man made the cities, hut Coil 
made the country. And as I watched j 
the mighty flow of hutminity my m i i M l j 
reverted to Indiana, anil I th;i:ilio>d I'.n.l! 
that it had hi>cn my fortune to h:ivi-i 
passed most of my lifp In :i comniur. • 
ity where 1 knew my neishbu:": and 
was known by then:. 


"As I watched the congestion of hu- 


manity in these great cities 1 won* 
dered what, after nil. was to be t'.ir 
saving grace of the American peopli-. 
for I knew and we all know.that this 
herding of people in dense masses 
must breed anarchy ,or<l disregard for 
law. And I said, 'What Is to be the 
saving grace of the American people?' 
And the answer that lilts musically to 
my ears is that this republic of ours is 
to 
be 
preserved 
by 
the 
farming 


classes." 


Mr. Marshall spoke of the lousing 


every farm bred youth has to go to 
the city, and yet, he said the history 
of the world is not the history of 
cities. 


"It is," he said, "the history of peo- 


ple just as are now before me and 
around me. 
The ancient cities and 


ancient civilizations have vanished, 
but the same green grass grows along 
the brooks that grew when Jacob, 
pillowed on a stone, saw the mighty 
ladder reaching up to heaven. Cities 
rise and fall, but the country God 
made always remains , God's country, 
and it is always true that it is not the 
orator nor the constructive statesman 
who makes real progress, but the man 
who makes two blades of grass grow 
where one grew before. 


"The farmer is not vexed as to what 


he shall eat tomorrow, or wherewith 
he shall be clothed. Sin, with its al- 
lurements, is not drawing him away 
from the paths of rectitude. 
On the 


farm men o£ mind and conscience have 
leisure to ponder upon public ques- 
tions and to solve them, and we all 
know that the great questions of our 
country have usually been" solved not 
by men from cities, but by men from 
the country districts. 


"There are too many young men 


growing -up with the idea that to fol- 
low farming is undignified," said the 
governor. "Now I am in favor of lib- 
eral education, but I say boldly that 
if modern education makes a boy God 
intended to be a farmer, smoke cigar- 
ettes and measure tape at $6 a week, 
there is something wrong. 


"Modern education, so generally dif- 


fused, has changed the current of lifs 
in America. 
The old idea of the 


learned professions is vanishing. 
"We 


used to make the sickly boy a preach- 
er and the rascally boy a lawyer, but 
that idea was abandoned about three 
months before I began the study of 
law. 
But there Is no such thing in 


America any more as trades or pro- 
fessions, except as a man makes a 
trade or profession out of it. 
If a 


lawyer devotes himself to separating 
his clients from their money he is fol- 
lowing not a profession, but a trade. 
So is the preacher who is always look- 
ing for a new call with a raise in sal- 
ary, and so is the doctor w.ho. when 
you have a slight stomach ache, cuts 
out your appendix, not because it 
needs to be cut out, but just because 
he needs the money. But the farmers

general advance in the freight rates 
on lemons has been made by trans- 
continental 
railroads. Shipments of 


American product are concerned seri- 
ously by the proposed advance which, 
according to the tariffs filed with the 
interstate commerce commission, will 
become effective Nov. 15 next. 
The 


tariffs were filed with the commission 
by the transcontinental freight bureau, 
which represents the transcontinental 
lines, and increases the present rates 
15c a hundred pounds. While the tar- 
iffs now filed directly affect the rates 
on lemons from Pacific coast points to

Spouse in Store. 


Kokomo. Ind.. Oct. S.—Learning that 


he was to be sued lor divorce. Wil- 
liam Roblson shot and killed his wife, 
Jennie Robison. in the Thalman & 
Levi department store yesterday, the 
twenty-first anniversary of their wed- 
ding. 


The Robisons met in the store late 


In the afternoon. 


"Is it true you Intend to bring suit 


for divorce?" Roblson demanded of h's 
wife. 


"You 
have heard the truth and I 


mean it." she replied. 


Without another word Roblson drew 


a revolver and In the presence of a 
score of customers and clerks flred 
twice at his wife's breast. As the wo- 
man fell he fired-twice again, the bul- 
lets narrowly missing several specta- 
tors. 


As Mrs. Roblson crumpled uncon- 


scious to the aisle floor, her sister, 
Miss Pearl Bowman, who was shop- 
ping with her. fainted. Confusion re- 
sulted and Mrs. Robison died before 
she could be moved from the build- 
ing. 


Walks Deliberately Away. 


After the shooting, Robison walked 


deliberately into the street. He was 
observed by J. T, Malosh to place the 
smoking weapon in his hip pocket. 
Malosh notified Constable Welty, who 
took Roblson Into custody. 
Tllte pris- 


oner appeared dazed. 
"Those 
Bow- 


mans have driven me crazy," he said, 
referring to his wife's relatives. 
"I 


guess I am crazy." 
He nearly col- 


lapsed before he was placed In a cell. 


Robison is 46 years old and his wife 


was 37. They had one child, Hilma, 
4 years old, who. since the home was 
broken up on May 15, this year, has 


•*v-.lje.?n kept by the mother. 
The child 


wVs at a relative's home at the time of 
the shooting, and every effort was 
made to keep her ignorant of the trag- 
edy. 
But she kept repeating over 


and over again, "Where is mama? Is 
mama dead?" 
that at last she was 


told. Then she learned her papa was 
•in jail and, young as she Is and not 
comprehending it all, she is ill from 
•weeping. 


The Robisons had had much domes- 


tic trouble. In a gambling confession 
to officers at the jail, Robison said he 
had followed his wife and her sister 
from the Sipe theater, where they had 
attended a matinee and that they had 
"miffed" him. He declared he had 
purchased the revolver, not to slay his 
wife, but to protect himself from her 
relatives. 


Wife Had Been III.

/•< ilanapolis a short time- ago, where she 


had been under medical treatment af- 
ter undergoing an operation. She had 
been in poor health for months. 
' Because of a marked coincidence of 
the crime committed by Robiaon and 
one credited to his father, it is be- 
lieved the prisoner will plead Insan- 
ity. David Robison, the father, a resi- 
dent of Plevna, this county, in 1875, 
is alleged to have killed two of his 
children, attempted the .life of his 


-wife and shot at the son, ' William 


Robison, who yesterday 
killed 
his 


own wife. 
' The younger Robison carries in his 


,- right cheek the bullet fired by his 


father, and Is alive because he crawled 
to safety on his hands and knees a» 
the father hurled a stick of stove 
wood after him, finding that he had 
not made certain of the boy's death. 
His two daughters' throats, the elder 
Robison 
slashed. 
Both 
girls 
died. 


Robison, the father, had planned his 
escape by laying down fences across 
fields approaching 
this city. 
After 


committing the crime he rode furious- 
ly to Kokomo, boarded a freight and 
falling between the cars near Jackson 
station, was killed.

Work Yard. 


- Perry Baker, held in the county jail 
for several months on charges of hav- 
ing robbed Nickel Plate cars, . anil 
against whom there are three grand 
jury indictments charging 
burglary, 


made his escape some time last night 
by sawing: the bars of his cell and al- 
though the neighboring towns have 
been notified and the police force is 
scouring the city no trace of the fugi- 
tive has been found. 


Baker was confined in the extreme 


eastern cell of the upper tier on th° 
south corridor of the jail which is gen- 
.erally known as the "bum side" and 
•which is usually kept for prisoners 
held on petty offenses. 
He sawed a 


bar from the lower portion of the eel: 
door and squeezed his body out1 of an 
opening ten by fourteen inches. 


Then he made his way to the west 


end of the corridor where there Is a 
window at the end of the 
balcony. 


Tears ago a bar had been sawed from 
this window and a plate had been at- 
tached to the cross bars to prevent its 
removal. 
By. pounding on this cross 


bar the cement had been loosened 
from around the end that was buried 
In the wall and it was easy to raise 
up the grating high enough to get the 
sawed piece out. Then he got through 
another opening of the same dimen- 
sions and dropped to the jail yard. 


From there he climbed to the roof of 


the tool shed and with the aid of two 
"saw horses" used in the wood yard, 
he reached the top of tho wall, pried 
up the barbed wire with which it was 
covered and climbed over to liberty. 


A bar had been sawed from Albert 


Heider's cell, which Is next to the win- 
dow, 
but he was still there this morn- 


ing and it Is not known whether the 
opening was-too small for his body or 
•whether he accomplished the task of 
sawing out too late to make his es- 
cape. He said he had not sawed the 
bars and declined to give any infor- 
mation, saying he knew nothing about 
it. 


A thorough search failed to bring to 


light the saw and unless Baker car- 
ried it out with him it is concealed 
some place in the jail. The prisoners 
made so much noise last night that 
the lights were turned out early and 
It was probably part of the scheme, 
as they wanted to work under cover 
of darkness. 
Turnkey Charles Aker 


discovered the escape about 5 o'clock 
this morning: wtten he made a round o£ 
the cells. He made his usual trips last 
night and found everything all right. 


Baker probably had assistance from 


the outside. The saws could not have 
been made in the Jail and they were 
slipped to him in some manner, pos- 
sibly In food.

Stewart went to the cash drawer and, 
as he expected, the money was not 
there. 


Chief of Police Van Benbow -was 


called and on confronting Young with 
the facts, he confessed. There was no 
way of determining just how much 
money and merchandise Young had 
taken, but perfumery, a clothes brush, 
a fountain pen, a plate glass mirror 
and other articles were recovered. The 
total value of all was $21,70. 


When arrested Young had about $-10 


In cash In his pockets. 
About two 


weeks ago he was unable to meet a 
bill he owed of a few dollars ana the 
supposition is he got the most of the 
money from the drug store. Mr. Stew- 
art thinks the thieving has been go- 
Ing on six weeks. 


Young told the police he was sav- 


ing the money to defray the expenses 
of getting a divorce from his wife, who 


r1s."feald to be in a house of ill repute 
at Marlon.

Young's "girl" might have been pre- 
sented with some of the wares, but 
Bhe denied having received anything 
from him. She said the accused 'had 
mother "girl" and that she might have 
lotne of the missing articles.

Wabash. Ind., Oct. 8.—When "Wn- 


bash county was voted "do'" many 
temperance people expected the Wa- 
bash Brewing company would quit the 
manufacture and sale of beer in this 
city, but this has not been the case. 
The company has about JGO.OOO invest- 
ed in its brewing plant here, and the 
officers say they do not intend to have 
the brewery converted into a junk 
pile. The company will continue the 
manufacture of beer 
and 
sell it in 


quantities of more than five gallons 
to any one who desires to buy. This 
means that the man with thirsty pro- 
pensities will be compelled to pur- 
chase two cases at a time instead of 
one. The temperance people say they 
will find some 
way 
to prevent the 


brewing company from selling its pro- 
duct in this 
community, 
after the 


close of the last saloon, which will bo 
on Jfov. 20. The brewing company 
says there is no way to prevent this, 
and that it will continue to manufac- 
ture beer and to sell It to any person 
over the age of 21 years who will buy 
more than five gallons at a time.

Udward Mix, American 


Winner of Cup, Had 
Very Perilous Flight. 


.Paris, Oct.- 8.—Edgar W. Mix. of 


Columbus, Ohio, -winner of the Intcr- 
nntlonal balloon race f:r the Gordon 
Bftnnett trophy, 'which started -from 
Zurich Sunday, gives. the following 
account of his memorable voyage. His 
dispatch la dated "Warsaw: 


."Leaving Zurich Sunday at 3:57 p. 


m.. we were able to recognize our route 
only as far as Constance. Thence to 
the finish the weather was so thick 
that direction cbuM only be determ- 
ined' by compass. Durins Sunday 
night the balloon. In a drenching rain, 
sometimes seemed to bo at a complete 
standstill: We ascended and descend- 
ed In search nf bettor currents of air 
•without 
appreciable results. By 
4 


o'clock in the morning half of our hal- 
I«st had' been xiscd. 
. "Th« jmssags of the Bavarian Alps 


rain and 'clouds was thrilling 


Onca wo swooped down the mountain 
side with frightful velocity, plunging 
into a chasm ot fog which seemed bot- 
tomless. It was as if the earth had 
opened to swallow us up. The bal- 
loon several times crashed through 
tho tree tops. 
After two hours we 


emerged from the valley and got a 
northeasterly slant of wind. 
When 


clear of the mountains we moved at a 
lively rate. The guide ropes dragged 
over farm houses, breaking tiles and 
chimneys. 
The peasants rushed out 


with cries and imprecations. 


Guide Rope Becomes Unravelled. 
"Wo then found that the guide rope 


had become unravelled and hoisted It 
into the basket 
for 
repairs, which 


were most difficult, as we wore at the 
same time working hard with the 
biowcr to prevent the balloon from 
rising. A few hours later we recog- 
nized several villages and then the 
Sown of Konigstadt. 
"We sighted a 


balloon to the eastward with peasants 
hanging on to the guide rope. 


"After 
passing 
over 
Konigstadt, 


which cost three sacks of ballast, we 
rose through the clouds to an altitude 
of 
4.COO meters (about 13.000 feet) 


and saw above the clouds a balloon to 
the north, about 100 meters higher. 
We began .to descend at 1:40 p. m., 
emerging from the c'.ouds about 460 
meters above the town of AYaldcnburfr, 
and were obliged to jettison eleven 
sacks of bnllnst and hair of our pro- 
visions to kerp clear of the roofs, but, 
as it wa.«. tho uuUle rope drssped over 
the -wires of the fortress and railroad 
station, rroatins consternation among 
the; yelling population. 


"?S"e rose again tc 2,300 aiders near 


Breslau, throwing overboard the- life 
savers, mattresses and the remainder 
of our provisions. 


Not an Ounce of Ballast Left. 


"Gradually we continued to descend 


after that altitude until 6 o'clock in 
the evening. 
With good equilibrium 


we managed to keep afloat until 3 
o'clock Tuesday morning, without ex- 
penditure ot ballast, of which, as a 
matter of fact, there was not an ounce 
left. 


"The balloon 
landed 
and became 


wedged between pine trees in the for- 
est of Gustova. We waited until C:30 
before deflating and then searched for 
help. 
We 
found 
peasants, one ot 


whom had been in America and spoke 
a little English. 
AVith their aid we 


loaded tho balloon on carts. AVhile this 
was in progress a forest guard want- 
only killed one of the peasant's dogs, 
arousing great indignation. We ac- 
companied the owner to the proprietor 
of the estate to lodge a complaint, and 
found a peasant woman speaking a 
little French, who registered an entry 
ot our landing in the log-book. While 
the peasants were conveying the bal- 
loon to Ostrolcnko the woman pave us 
a primitive 
meal 
of 
potatoes and 


water. 
."On our arrival at Ostrolcnko we 
were stopped by tho police, who took 
us, together with the balloon, to the 
station, where we remained until in- 
structions were received from St. Tet- 
crsburp for 
our 
release.- We were 


treated cscollently."

A five ysar contract was signed 
and the terms allowed Mr. George a 
salary of JS.OOO a year,, and llr. Har 


rington $15,000. 
The agreement ex- 


pires next June. 


The 
Central 
Leather 
company, 


which generally is known as the trust, 
sent Henry Stockman to take charge 
of the Harrington works, and incident- 
ally asked the vice president to get 
out. 
But the vice president refused 


to grant the request, and told the new 
owners that as long as his contract 
held out he would bold on.

selves to assassinate him. With Sa- 
tanic malice they would kill the man 
whom they cculd not answer. The 
knife or the bullet has always been 
the rascal's argument, and proficiency 
In the use of deadly weapons secures 
(he respect of the mob. 


The Conspiracy Formed. 


And see how determined they were. 


They pledged themselves not to eat 
nor drink until they had killed the 
apostle. The blood of that holy man 
would have been as nectar to them, 
and they confidently expected to have 
It In a few hours. But If not. they 
•wore that they would not eat nor 
drink till the plot wa» accomplished. 


And how cunningly they laid their 


plans. They knew that Paul was In 
the castle, and that the chief captain 
had tried several times to get at the 
real facts In the case, without avail. 
Paul was held by the officer, not so 
much a prisoner, for no charge had 
been sustained against him, as to pre- 
serve his Ufe from the furious Jews. 
Now these conspirators visit the chief 
priests and eldere and lay their plan 
before them. 


They say: "Send word to the com- 


mander that you have called another 
meeting of the council, and that you 
would like to question Paul a little 
further. He is Interested to get at the 
facts In this case, and he will- send 
the prisoner at your request. Mean- 
while wa will lie In wait for him, and 
when he gets to a certain place on 
the road we will rush out upon him, 
and kill him. You do not need to 
mlt that you knew anything of the 
plot We will take all the risk and 
all the responsibility." 


What sort of an estimate could they 


have formed of those men to suppose 
that they would listen to them for a 
moment, much less become their ac- 
complices In crime. 
And yet, the 


narrative bears unmistakable evidence 
that those ecclesiastics, those uuscru 
pulous and hypocritical religionists 
fell in readily with this most Infamous 
plot 
They 
professed 
themselves 


ready to do the lying, if the conspira- 
tors would do the killing. Thus the 
trap was set Th« next day it wu to 
be put into execution. And when night 
came forty scoundrels In Jerusalem 
went supperlesi to bed, •wondering if 
they could stand the enforced absti- 
nence until the deed was done. 


The Conspiracy Discovered. 


We know very little about Paul's 


family, but In this instance it 1» said 
that the apostle had a nephew'in the 
city who somehow got wind of the 
plot to kill his uncle. Without a mo- 
ment's hesitation he went to his kins- 
man in the barracks and related what 
he had heard. Paul knew that the 
promises of God are not given to en- 
courage presumption, but that Provi- 
dence helps those who help them- 
selves. And though h« had received 
the most positive assurance that he 
should be preserved in safety, he knew 
that that assurance Instead of being 
a pillow for lazy inactivity, was rather 
a spur for prudent natural means. And 
hence, when be knew what was going 
on, he sent the young man to the 
chief captain with his story. The kind 
hearted commander took the lad aside, 
and the story of the nefarious plot 
came out. 


The Conspiracy Defeated. 


Man proposes, but God disposes. No 


sooner had the officer learned the par- 
jculars of the plot than be resolved 
to remove the apostle out of the way 
of danger. He. therefore, made prepa- 
ration to send Paul to the Oovernor 
at Caeserea, 70 miles away. And at 
nine o'clock that night,, after the city 
had become quiet, the narrow streets 
of Jerusalem echoed with the tramp 
of marching feet, and nearly 500 Ro- 
man soldiers passed through one of 
the Eastern gates, and took the road 
to Caesarea. 
In the midst of that 


formidable guard rode Paul, the apos- 
tle. And when the hungry conspira- 
tors went forth In the morning they 
were astonished to find that their vic- 
tim had escaped. 


We are not informed whether the 


men kept their vow, and' starved to 
death, or not. But the probability Is 
that they at once repaired to the near- 
est place where food could be obtain- 
ed, and took a hearty breakfast. They 
had fasted twenty-four hours. 


And thus the conspiracy was de- 


feated, and Paul's funeral indefinitely 
postponed. 
I can imagine the great 


apostle, during that midnight ride over 
the hllle of Judea. repeating softly this 
triumphant Psalm of David, so appro- 
priate to himself: 


"Our soul is escaped as a bird out 


of the snare of the fowler; the snare 
it broken, and we are escapad."

est Cassel gave the British Metallifer- 
ous company an order for seven and a 
half grammes of. radium chloride (the 
salt that includes pure radium) for 
use at the Royal British Radium In- 
stitute In London, says the New York 
Sun In an editorial on the medical 
uses ot radium. The price fixed was 
$150,000; the time 
of. delivery .was 


probably left indefinite, as the com- 
pany could hardly have known how 
long it would take to produce the 
precious substance from pitchblende, 
which occurs In the Trenwith copper 
mine in Cornwall'. 
The Institute to 


which the radium chloride is to go was 
founded early 
In 
the year for the 


treatment o£ diseases that would yield 
to radium. 
The institute's council 


includes Sir Frederick Treves, physi- 
cian to King 
Edward; Sir William 


Eamsey and Joseph John Thomson 
professor of. physics at the Royal in- 
stitution. Before the Brtlsh Metalli- 
ferous comifany 
was 
organized to 


manufacture radium chloride, pitch- 
blende used to be thrown away at the 
Trenwith mine after copper and uran- 
ium had been extracted. And at th 
time the Royal .institute was foundei 
physicians experimenting with radium 
borrowed It in very small tubes from 
wholesale druggists, paying liberal!} 
for the convenience. It was estimat- 
ed that the efficacy of the little rad- 
ium loanable would last for 30,000 
years. 


Now it 
is announced that ten 


grammes, or about one-third of an 
ounce of radium chloride, have been 
produced at the Austrian government 
mine at Joachimsthal after eighteen 
months of labor, and that when hos- 
pitals and scientific institutions have 
been supplied the radium chloride re- 
maining will be sold for $75,000 a

If the Austrian gov- 
ernment were to yield to the solicita- 
tions ot men o£ science In other coun- 
tries and let them have some of the 
radium chloride the government would 
naturally fix the price. 
It will be 


seen at once th'at the market rate is 
very erratic. 
The Royal institute is 


Bald to have agreed to pay $20,000 a 
gramme in June for future delivery, 
and now the Joachimsthal product is 
to be offered at $75,000 a gramme. The 
fact seems to be that the lucky own- 
er of radium chloride can fix his own 
price, and therefore we doubt wheth- 
er the British Metalliferous company 
contracted to deliver any 
of it for 


$20,000 a gramme. 


The value of radium chloride de-., 


pends mainly upon the demand of the 
hospital and the practitioner for it, 
since Its greatest use seems to be in 
the cure of- disease. Three years ago 
Dr. Herlcourt, of Paris, declared that 
as a therapeutic agent radium had 
done more harm than good, but this 
Is not the 
view 
of 
Sir Frederick

In France amazing claims are made 


for the efficacy of radium In curing 
disease. Dr. Degrais, of Paris, was 
reported in February as saying: "We 
are no longer In a period of expect- 
ancy. We are now In a period of con- 
firmation." At the Paris Radium in- 
stitute sixty-four 
cures 
of surface 


cancer out of sixty-eight cases have 
been reported. All kinds of cutaneous 
affections have been treated success- 
fully, it is said, and chronic rheuma- 
tism and tuberculosis have yielded to 
radium treatment. 
These assertions 


must be received with a large grain of 
salt 
Allowance should be made for 


professional 
enthusiasm, and 
the 


emptatlon to empiricism obviously is 
very great.

An investigation hy the postmaster 
has shown that of the 1,0111 letters recent- 
ly ca.lled for by women at tho free deliv- 
ery window during two clays. Ill bore 
fictitious names, eight of these clandestine 
communications being called for by young 
girls under sixteen years of age.

delivery of letters to young girls.

has required that before letters are de- 
livered to girls under ago. they shall ex- 
plain to the superintendent of delivery 
how it happened that -the mail was not 
sent to their homes.
